On the second woave 
one (l) MIG-15 was shot down by the F4U*s and was seen to go down in flames. 
The EEG pilot bailed out and was also aflame. Soon thereafter the F^D^s at- 
tempted to brsBk off the action by heading for CHODO Island losing altitude.

P. Approximateljr one-half of Vim-312 aircraft were equipped with ADF receivers.
